Last year cholera broke out at Builhaur and 
hundreds of men fell victims-to it, but the local authorities are as indifferent as 
ever to the introduction of the necessary sanitary reforms. If proper sanitary 
measures were adopted throughout the country, it would soon be free from the 
reproach that it is the home’of cholera. There was not a single case of cholera at 
Hardwér during the fair of 1891, satisfactory sanitary arrangements having been 
made under the supervision of the Sanitary Commissioner.
